So he formed the para-pdlice 
"plumbers” unit, which was 
supposed to plug unauthorized 
eaks. Another ex-White House 
eaker, Charles W. Colson, has 
acknowledged in his courtroom 
confession that the “plumbers” 
broke into the offices of Daniel 
Ellsberg’s psychiatrist, ' how- 
ever, not to plug a leak but to get 
dirt against Ellsberg to leak out.. 

Ironically, most of the White 
House horrors, which have by. 
now effectively destroyed the 
presidency of Richard M. Nixon, 
were committed in reaction to 
press leaks in an attempt to slop 
them. 
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
